"ROOTS" is based on the ancestors of Alex Haley 
the author of the novel and movie; it is about the life and 
the hardships of the Black people of the old days, "ROOTS" is 
a story of how they fought their way up to where they are 
today. 





In the slave days they couldn't get anything, 
for example; they couldn't go to school, but today there are 
Black people who are goingto good colleges and are becoming 
doctors, surgeons, lawyers and detectives, Those are just 
some of the good jobs that they are getting. But still there 
are some that want to make it the easy way like selling dope 
and things like that. But they are just wasting their own 
selves. It isn’t right because you can see how hard we 
fought; the story of "ROOTS" is just part of it. 


Imagine the years and years of hard work in the 
fields as slaves, I give women lots of credit because they 
had to breed their young with anybody the master picked and 
sometimes he would even pick himself, And if they complained 
they would be strung up and whipped. 


But ut is good the way they are bringing it to 
people's attention, making us aware, We still didn’t reach 
full potential but we are getting closer and closer every year, 


One day I hope to see a Black man or woman make 
it by being a president or by getting some kind of high office, 
I know it will not happen right away, but maybe in future years 
it might. That is when the Black people will reach their full 
potential, 


But it might not happen because Whites know that 
Blacks are becoming stronger and more powerful; that's why 
there is so much racial violence, They are trying to stop us, 
But if we get into all the drugs, we are going to stop ourselves 
from getting anywhere in the world today. If we don’t get our 
heads straight we are going to just go downhill and spoil 
everything thatthe past generations fought so hard for and 
worked for, It took blood, sweat and tears to get where we are 
and I don't think we should spoil it. Alex Haley did his part; 
we should do ours,

WISTORY OF OUR HIGH SCHOOL~PART I 


An Elegant Schoolhouse 


"Tn 1838 a high school was organized in Cambridge- 
port for the entire town, ina building erected for it at the 
corner of Broadway and Winsor Street, Its first teacher was 
Edward F.Barnes, Afthough it was the town high school for five 
years, it drew its pupils mainly from Canbridgeport,.

In 1843, the Otis schoolhouse, ‘quite a magnificent 
structure’, was completed for Bast Cambridge, and on its upper 
floor was opened a high and gramar school with Justin A, Jacobs 
and Miss Almira Seymour as teachers, At the same time, Richard 
T, Austin and Miss L.M.Damon were teachers in the "Female High 
School’ of Old Cambridge. Thus, in 1843, the three sections or 
wards of the town had each its high school, with a man for its 
principal and a woman to assist hin, 


In 1847, the plan of uniting the high school pupils 
of the three wards was revived, A high school for the city 
(Cambridge gad ceased to be a town May 4, 1846 ) was opened October 
4 of that year in the high school building of Cambridgeport, with 
Elbridge Smith as master and Miss N,W.Manning as assistant, 
Seventy-four pupils were admitted, all but one from the ‘Port’ 
or the 'Point', The single exception was the mayor's daughter 
from Old Cambridge. This was the beginning of the Cambridge High 
School, in the sense of its being in reality the high school for 
the entire city. A new building was erected at the corner of 
Amory and Summer Streets. Edward Everett, president of Harvard 
College, gave the dedicatroy address, 


In 1864 the high school moved into its thrid home 
at the corner of Broadway and Fayette Street - at that time one 
of the best equipped and most elegant schoolhouses in the State,

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New York - How do colleges and universities choose their f 
: eir ? 
What part does an admissions test like the Scholastic Aptitude Test play? ae cee 


Thousands of counselors and 
admissions officers throughout 
the country would be hard 
pressed to give you any formula 
to explain the admissions pro- 
cess, On the theory that more 
information is better than less, 
admissions officers try to col- 
lect as much information as 
they can about students who 
apply to their colleges. Then, 
armed with both objective data, 
like SAT scores and high school 
Grade Point Average (GPA), and 
subjective information, like 
teacher recommendations and in- 
terviews, then try to put to- 
gether a well-balanced freshman 
class -- including football 
players and scholars and pianists 
and the audience! | 


One of the most important 
considerations, of course, is 
whether or not you will be able 
to make it through academically, 
In predicting how well you do 
at college, the best single 
indicator of how well you will 
Succeed academically is usually 
your high school record -- how 
well you did in the past, in 
other words. Better yet is a 
combination of high school grades 
and test scores, 


Says Cecile Christenden, 
coordinator of admissions and 
servcies at the Massachusetts 
State College System, " I think 
that I'd be speaking for all ad- 
missions directors if I were to 
say that the high school average 
is taken more into account than 
the SAT test is looked at." 


In choosing freshman 
classes, colleges vary quite a 
bit in the way they use SAT 
scores, Few, if any, make 
decisions solely on the basis of 
statistics, Here's what Cliff 
F.Sjorgen, director of admissions 
at the Univ. of Michigan says, 
"The fact is that we don't give 


the same weight to the SAT in 
every case, Wedon't have 
particular points we attach to 
it, We try to see the whole 
candidates and that's the way 

we read the folder. We take 
into account the schools the 
students came from, the academic 
program they*ve had, how strong 
that program is, their achieve- 
ment in that program, their 
particular abilities, their energy 
level, and their SAT scores, 


What's a good score? What 
kind of a score do you have to 


have to get in? These are the 
two questions students ask again 
and again, The answer to both 
is: It all depends. AS you've 
heard from these admissions dir- 
ectors, it depends on the college 
you apply to, the program within 
the college, and the competition 
you have from other students that 


apply. 


College Board scores are 
reported on a scale that ranges 
from 200 to 800, Many parents 
and students think that a score 
of 500 is average, when, in fact, 
last year's averages for the '75 
high school graduates were 429 
on the verbal section and 470 on 
the math, 


Let's say you have a 500 
on the verbal, In a booklet 
entitled YOUR STUDENT REFORT, 
which you will receive about 6 
weeks after you take the SAT, 
you will find percentiles that 
will give you an idea of how 
your score ranks among a nation- 
al high school sample and among 
the 1977 high school graduates 
who took the test. By looking 
at the tables you will see that 
you did better on the verbal, 
for example, than 86% of the 
national high school sample and 
higher than 73% of the college- 
bound seniors, 


You will also find 
information on your score 
report to compare your per- 
formance with that of a 
college's enrolled freshmen, 
or you may find information 
in college catalogues and 
in THE COLLSGE HANDBOOK 
Which will allow you to 
compare your scores and 
those of students who have 
applied to, been accepted at, 
and have enrolled in specif- 
ic colleges; 


What about taking the 
test over again if you don't 
like your scores? Cn the 
average, Students increase 
their scores about 15 points 
when they repeat the test, 
While 65% of those whose 
scores change increase their 
scores, others lose points, 
Your high school counselor 
has information which can 
help you estimate what your 
scores might look like if 
you repeat the test,

entrance door: "Work is one of 
our greatest blessings; every 
one should have an honest occu- 
pation.” I wish the plain arts 
of industry to be taught in 
this school. I wish to the 
school to be especially for boys 
of average talents, wno may in 
it learn how their hands and 
arms can earn foord, clothing, 
and shelter for themselves; how 
after a while, they can support 
a family and a home; and how the 
price of these blessings is 
faithful industry, no bad habits, 
and wise economy, - which price, 
by the way, is not dear, I wish 
also that in it they may become 
accustomed to being under author- 
ity, and be now and then instruc- 
ted in the laws that govern 
health and nobility of character. 
I urge that admittance to said 
school be given only to strong 
boys, who will grow up to be 
able working men, Strict obedienc 
to such a rule would make parents 


careful in the training of their 
young, as they know that their 
boys would be deprived of the 
benefits of said school unless 
they were ableObodied.

On the next day the court 
will either listen to the kid 
in juvenile court or he or she 
is sent to adult court, It is 
better to be in a juvenile 
court because they try to 
rehabilitate you there which 
means you have a better chance 
there than anywhere else.

After a-two-year vacation, we may | 
have returned to the era of the elite. Peo- 
ple out there are asking the question, 
“Who can beat Cambridge Rindge & 
Latin?” 

That question had been asked before 
in the last decade about Boston English 
(twice — the Reggie Bird-Owen Wells era 
and the Michael Bennett-Wally Spencer 
era); about Catholic Memorial (the King 
Gaskins, Fran Costello, Billy Raynor 
teams); about Lexington (Ronnie Lee’s 
teams); and about Don Bosco (the troika 
of Felton Sealey, Joe Beaulieu and Dwan 
Chandler), _ 

It was not asked about Durfee the last 
two seasons, partially out of regional 
prejudice against anybody outside of Rte. 
128 and partially because Durfee never re- 
ally scaaaared anybody. Cambridge 
scaaaaares people. 

Who are these people that they do such 
things to otherwise sane people? 

The biggest one is 6-foot-11 sophomore 
Patrick Ewing, “The Kid,” as in “the big 
kid from Cambridge.” Now they know his 
name. “He’s coming,” says his coach Mike 
Jarvis. But he is not a complete player 
yet. His awesome potential confuses the 
fact that he is not even the best player on 
his team right now. 

New coach Jarvis (taking over: after 
very successful tenures at Northeastern 
and Harvard) has an almost pro-like bal- 
ance. He has two guards who can play on 
the ball and he has a classic power for- 
ward-quick forward combination. 

— Guards Kevin Moore (5-10) and Char- 
lie Neal (5-11) are as good a pair as can be 

» found. Quick forward David Dottin (6-2) 
is explosive and can sky while muscleman 
Bill Ewing (6-4) will get the rebounds 
that Ewing doesn’t get. 

Off the bench, Steve Haywood, a start- 
er last season, will be the swingman while 
Kevin Headley (6-4, sophomore) is on his 
way to becoming one of the area's best big 
guards. 

Cambridge will play a total pressure 
defense and Jarvis would like to use 10 
players. He has the horses to do it. 

“This team is better than any of the 
freshman teams I coached at Harvard and 
Northeastern,” he says. “We've been very 
intense on defense and if that keeps up, I 
- will be very pleased.” 

“They always find the kids,” says an- 
other Suburban League coach. “They 
come out of the woodwork out there. They 
cut players who could start at a lot of 
other places.”

"ON DRUGS" 
(This reprint editorial is from the Madison Park Times ) 


. People complain constantly about the high crime 
rates in urban areas, They also realize that there are a lot of 
youths who are taking drugs, but few people realize that the two 
problems are closely related, 


There are 40,000 drug abusers in the Greater Bos- 
ton area according to Drug Counselor, Ron Johnson, Of that 
40,000, a quarter of them are using hroin, a very expensive drug, 
Drug abusers who have little or no money because they can't hold 
a job, have to engage in criminal activity as a source of income, 


In conversations I had with people who are involved 
with drugs, I found that many youths enjoy committing crimes be- 
cause of the profit involved, Even some abusers who have jobs 
still do burglaries for extra income, Of course profit depends or 
the type of crime cimmitted and how often it is committed, Many 
abusers will do it at least twice a week, When you multiply that 
by the number of drug abusers, the result is an incredible high 
crime rate, ae 


The biggest abuse problem however, is that the 
abuser will not admit what he is, which is eady in communities | 
where a large portion of teenagers are taking drugs, The stereo-— 
typed abuser cares for two things: himself and how to make some 
fast money. According to one abuser, the only persons the abusers 
respect are the neighborhood dealer, especially the ones who deal 
PCP or angel dust, which cost almost as much as heroin and is as: 
dangerous, 


The Suffolk Superior Court stated that drug use 
cannot excuse any person for criminal action because the drug- 
taking was voluntary, the user was aware of the effect of the 
drug and is, therefore, alone responsible,

Mr. PHILBIN. Mr. Speaker; it was 
most gratifying to have word recently 
of the nomination of my good friend, 
the late Charles F. Crowley, of Cam- 
bridge, Mass., for the Football Hall of 
Fame. 

Charles F.—Charlie—Crowley, distin- 
guished alumnus of the great Cambridge 
Latin School was one of the outstanding 


football leaders of his generation. 


He was educated at Cambridge Latin, 
Harvard College, and Notre Dame Uni- 
versity and his career on the gridiron 
of his day stood out like a beacon light 
in the history of American sport. 

He was recognized by his contempo-

He was head coach at Dallas Univer- 
sity in Texas where his teams made a 
deep impression on the entire southern 
conference, and later at Columbia Uni- 
versity, first under Percy Haughton, and 
later as head coach, where his teams 
made the best record in modern Colum- 
bia history. 
Charlie Crowley was undoubtedly on 
outstanding sports figure of his day, and 
a real credit to any and every institution 
with which he was asscciated and a great 
credit to the game of football and Amer- 
ican sport. 
But Charlie Crowley was. something_ 
more than that: he was an outstanding 
coach, a great American, and a noble 
Christian gentleman. 
‘While he was a rugged, courageous 
competitor greatly respected by his op- 
ponents, he was esteemed and respected 
for his sense of fair play, his inspiring 
leadership of young men, and his superb 
brand of sportsmanship. 
While he believed that any game 
worth playing was worth winning, he 
was an ardent disciple of hard, clean 
play, and always stood for the highest 
standards of sportsmanship and con-. 
duct on and off the football field. 
He was a man of amiable and generous 
personal qualities, a great human being 
interested in promoting sound values in 
his boys, helping them with their prob- 
lems and encouraging them to seize their 
opportunities and take up the burdens of 
leadership in whatever field of life they 
aspired. 
._ Though he was endowed with strong, 
rugged personal traits and a remarkable 
courage, and quick-witted reactions that 
enabled him to rise above almost any 
situation, he was a man of supreme 
kindness, gentility, and love of his fel- 
low man. He was beloved by all who 
knew him, and he was a friend whose 
loyalty knew no bounds. 

Such a man was Charles F, Crowley, 
who is so fittingly honored by a recent 
coaches’ nomination for ‘the Football 
Hall of Fame, 

We can all be proud that this noble 
American lived in his time to make such 
noteworthy contributions to the game 
which he loved, to the youth which he 
So intelligently and devotedly trained, 
to our schools and colleges, and to the 
Nation which he served in war and in 
peace with all his heart. 

The life and work of Charlie Crowley 
will long be remembered. His burning 
faith, his high ideals, and his unselfish 
contribytions are a ‘source of genuine 
pride to all of us who were close to him 
and to all of those in this great country 
of ours who admire rugged character, 
inspiring example, stalwart Americanism 
and unswerving loyalty to the principles 
of our national life. 
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"It was a great honor and’ privilege 
for me, Mr. Speaker, to join in impressive 
exercises for my very dear and beloved 
friend, one of the great figures of the 
American gridiron, Charlie Crowley, on 
December 20, 1960, at Cambridge Latin 
School, Cambridge, Mass., when I made 
the ‘presentation of the Charles Crow- 
ley Memorial Cup to a very fine young 
tnan of whom Charlie Crowiey would be 
very proud, Louis E. Cellineri, Cambridge 
Latin football star and honor student 
who was selected for this honor by his 
coaches and Headmaster Jack Sheehan, 

This award was made for the first 
ume at an assembly at Cambridge Latin 
which had many of Charlie Crowley’s 
old friends in attendance, including a 
large delegation of Gridiron Club mem- 
bers, and the proud parents of the out- 
standing young man, Louis E. Cellineri. 

Crowley’s career was one which truly 
serves as an inspiration for the young 
men of the Nation. Starting at famous 
Cambridge Latin School-where he was 
an all-round athlete and captain of the 
football team, he was probably the only 
Man in the history of American football 
Who could claim the honor of having 
been a star player at both Harvard and 
Notre Dame. His outstanding skill as a 
player and reputeasa gentleman, sports- 
man, and student, still continue to be 
legendary at both these great American 
universities. 

At Harvard he played on some of the 
great Percy Haughton famous teams 
and at Notre Dame where, with his warm 


friends, the immortal Rockne, illustrious. 


Gus Dorais and other greats, he became 
cone of the leading originators and ex- 


ponents of the type of forward pass foot-- 


bail and the open game that now domi- 
nates the American scene. : 

The great and famed Boston sports- 
writer, George C. Carens, took occasion 
Tecently in his celebrated column to com- 
ment on the Crowley Award and at the 
same time briefly outline Charlie’s bril- 
liant career alluding to his close asso- 
ciation with Percy Haughton and 
Rockne, two of the truly outstanding 
mién in Anierican football and Gus 
Dorais, another coach-player of first 
inagnitude. 

The fine young man, Louis E. Cellineri, 
is following in several respects in Crow- 
ley’s footsteps, and as the first recipient 
of the Charles Crowley Memorial cup at 
Canibridge Latin Schos] he unquestion- 
ably has a briltant atiletic, academic, 
and personal career ahead of him. 

He was selected for the Crowley Award 
by experts who evaluated and appraised 
his magnificent work as a player and 
these included the very eminent head- 

aster of Cambridge Latin School, Hon. 
John Sheehan, his teachers, coaches and 
others familiar with his all-round per- 
formance, not only as an athlete but as 
& brilliant student and an inspiring 
young leader. 

The selection of Cellineri as a student- 
athlete carries out the gleaming heritage 
and tradition of this old and highly 


esteemed secoridary school, one of the | 


greatess in the Nation, which throughout 
its long faithful service as’an outstand- 
ing educational institution has empha- 
sized the building of character, the cul- 
tivation of the arts and sciences, the 
encouragement and inspiration of lofty 
aims and achievement and the virtue of 
the old Roman expression “Mens sana 
in corpore sano” and the effective bal- 
ancing of the intellectual and the physi- 
cal, and, of course, proper emphasis on 
the role of those spiritual values which 
must predominate in any adequate, suc- 
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The headmaster of this great school 
is an inspiration in himself and the 
same is true of the excellent teaching 
staff. Jack Sheehan has distinguished 
himself as one of the great educators of. 
our State. A brilliant athlete in his 
day. an accomplished scholar and stu- 
dent, an inspirational and highly qual- 
ified leader, Jack Sheehan has admirably 
carried on the great traditions of Cam- 
bridge Latin and the same may be said 
of his associates on the teaching staff of 
this renowned school. 

On the day I had the honor of present- 
ing the first Charles F. Crowley Award, I 
was profoundly impressed with the at- 
mosphere that prevailed in the school, 
the complete order and attentiveness of 
the more than 3,000 boys and girls 
crowded into the huge auditorium. 

An air of solemnity prevaded the great 
room and you could almost hear a pin 
drop during the exercises presided over 
by Headmaster Sheehan. The dignified, 
able, and distinguished head of the Vet- 
erans’ Administration at Boston, a great 
personal friend of Charlie Crowley for 
many years, the beloved and respected, 
Gen. William J. Blake, spcke of Crowl- 
ey’s great intrinisic worth, high char- 
acter, and his superb contribution as a 
captain of the infantry in World War I 
and his highly gifted, effective, and out- 
standing service to the work of the Vet- 
erans’ Administration as a learned 
lawyer, counselor, and valued aide in 
this vital work. 

Lifelong friends, schoolmates, team- 
mates, and admirers of Crowley’s were 
gathered to join in the tribute of honor 
and affection being paid him. They in- 
cluded his Veterans’ Administration 
associate, Neil Cronin, John Irwin, Pat- 
rick Roche, his close friend, Dr. Simon 
Kelleher, Tom Hickey, the incomparable 
N. V. (Swede) Nelson of Harvard foot- 
ball fame, one of the gréatest after din- 
ner speakers and finest American sports- 
man, John Carver, John Glacken, and 
his old and very dear friend, Charles 
Linehan, another inspiring football 
great and iongtime outstanding be- 
loved and revered coach of Rindge Tech- 
nical School, a teacher, educator, and 
gentleman of unsurpassed character, in- 
tegrity, ability, and good works, Joseph 
Kozlowski, famous Boston College foot- 
bail star, Henry C. Lynch, another warm 
friend and great teacher and Dr. Ed- 
mund J. Twohig, and very close friend, 
Dr. William Sharry. The distinguished 
colleagues and comrades were crowded 
into a special section reserved for Char- 
lie Crowley’s gracious and beloved wife 
and helpmate, Mrs. Myrtle Crowley, his 
two lovely daughters, Mrs. Mary Rogers 
together with her two sons, and Miss 
Jean Crowley. 

There was an umicual quality of 
solemn appreciation of a great event 
about this award that made a vivid and 
lasting. impression upon the participants 
and everyone in attendance and the 
Stirring occasion will long be remem- 
bered as one of the moving events of its 
kind in the long, bright history of Cam- 
bridge Latin School and Massachusetts. 

I feel that a special word of com- 
mendation should be said of the interest 
and efforts of the great sports figure and 
teacher, Mr. Charles Linehan, in as- 
sisting Headmaster Sheehan with the 
arrangements for the award which con- 
tributed so greatly to the success of the. 
occasion. His loyaity to his ideals and 
his friends, not to speak of his other 
noble qualities, make him stand out in 
Cambridge and in the Nation.

A survey was taken by the "Catalyst" dn various home- 
rooms concerning the question, “Should juveniles be punished under 
the same laws as adults for the crimes they commit?" and also, "If 
juveniles are under the same restrictions as adults, should they 
be allowed the same privileges as well...should the drinking and

smoking age be lowered or 
perhaps abolished altogether?" 
Although student participation 
was somewhat lacking: 16% of 
the Sophomores answred, 50% of 
the Seniors and 27% of the 
Juniors answred; students’ 
opinions were equally distrib- 
uted throughout the three 
grades, 


All totaled, 55% of the 
students agreed that juveniles 
should be punished as adults 
and should also have the same 
privileges as well, 45% of the 
students wrote that juveniles 
should have lighter sentences 
because of their immaturity and 
ability to reform, As for 
drinking and smoking, one 
student wrte, "It (smoking and 
drinking) should not be abol- 
ished because maturity varies 
Although some kids have more 
discretion than adults, most 
need more time to make such 
important decisions correctly, 
2% of the students wrote exoti 
phrases and colorful comments, 
One student wrote that they 
should "shoot them all,” 


Many instances prove that 
some juveniles should be pun- 
ished as adults, One such cas 
is where the child has commit 
a crime that would injure an- 
other human being, The perpe- 
trator should realize the 
seriousness of his crime and 
learn not to do it again, It 
is not cruel and unusual 
punishment, but justice which 
we are talking about, What is 
justice? Webster says justice 
is "fairness, rightfulness, 
reward or penalty as deserved, 
the use of authority to uphold 
what is just," But this is 
merely a definition, The unde 
standing of the criminal's 

awareness, Sanity, maturity, 
and intelligence should be the 
deciding factors in his punish 
ment, rather than his age, |

How much do they smoke? 
Men as a group smoke more than 
women, Twenty-four percent of 
them smoke more than a pack a 
day while only 14 % of women 
smoke that much. For both 
sexes, 11 to 20 cigarettes is 
the most frequent daily con- 
sumption, Forty-seven percent 
of the men and 44% of the 
women smoke this amount, 


FORMER SMOKERS 


The greater one's income 
'and education the more likely 
he is to be a former smoker, 
‘This is true for both men and 
‘women, AS education increases 
the proportion of former smok- 
ers increases from 19 to 23% 
for men and from 3 to 12% for 
women, As family income in- 
creases, the percent of former 
smokers increases from 18-22% 
for men and from 5 to 10% for 
women, I think that women are 
smoking more than men, 


HISTORY 


| Cigarettes are a small 
‘roll of finely cut tobacco 
jwrapped in thin paper. Feople 
‘smoke cigarettes for relaxation 
or out of habit. Excessive i; 
Ismoking can produce harmful 
jeffects, especially to the 
jlungs, and there is believed 
jto be some connection between 
theavy cigarette smoking and 
Jlung cancer, Most states have 
Jlaws prohibiting the sale of 


the sale of cigarettes to minors 


-.and some religious groups. are 


opposed to smoking, 


The early Spanish explorers 
found the natives of Mexico and 
the West Indies smoking cigar- 
ettes wrapped in corn husks or 
thin palm back, The Spaniards 
introduced cigraette smoking to 
Burope and from there the use 
of cigarettes spread rapidly 
eastward. It soon became common 
among the Turks and other Orien- 
tal peoples, The Crimean War of 
1854-56 introduced them to the 
British Army fighting in Crimea, 


At first, cigarettes were 
rolled by the users, Later, 
factories were established to 
produce hand-rolled cigarettes; 
production of cigarettes in the 
in the U.S. began in 1867, In 
1883 the first serviceable cig- 
arette-making machine was intro- 
duced, It produced 200 cigarettes 
a minute, Today, machine can 
produce 1500 a minute, 


Cigarette use was not accep— 
table at first in good society, 
but gradually the use spread, 
Cigarettes smoking in the United 
States, especially by women, 
increased enormously during and 
after-World Wars I and II, Many 
men who had been using tobacco 
in other forms such as cigars, 
pipes or chewing tobacco, changed 
to cigarettes, In the 1950s, 
low-nicotine cigarettes and 


_cogarettes with tips that filter 


some of the tars out of the smoke 
became increasingly popular, 


Tobacco in Virginia 

In 1613 John Rolfe sent the 
first shipment of Virginia 
tobacco from Jamestown to England. 
Rolfe married the famous Indian 
princess, Pocahontas, in 1614, 
From that time to the present day, 


‘growing tobacco and manufacturing 


its products has been one of the 


leading industries of the Americas. 


Many products are manufactured 
from the tobacco plant, Among 
these are many brands of cigar- 
ettes, cigars, snuff, chewing 
tobacco, pipe tobacco, and useful 


chemicals including those 
which kill insects or fungi. 
The people of the United 
States use more than 500 
billion cigarettes yearly, If 
the packages were laid end to 
end, they would go around the 
world about twenty-one times, 
More than $20 million a day 
are spent on cigarettes alone, 


Non Smokers 


According to a pamphlet* 
I read, it says that non- 
smokers have a right to 
breathe clean air which is 
true, because they want to 
be free from harmful and 
irritating tobacco smoke, 
This right supersedes the 
right to smoke when the two 
conflict, Non smokers have 
the right to express,firmly 
but politely, their discom- 
fort and adverse relations 
to tabacco smoke, They have 
the right to voice their 
objection when smokers light 
up without asking permission,

ADULT SMOKING BEHAVIOR 


There are more than 50 
million smokers in America 
today. Although they are a 
declining minority, 39% of 
men and 29% of women still 
smoke, Most of today's 
smokers are worried, They 
know that smoking causes 
disease and death; are con- 
cerned about the effects ov 
smoking on their own health; 
and have tried either to 
reduce or quit completely, 
Those who continue to smoke 
do so in the face of rising 
concern for their families 
and friends, hostility from 
non smokers and a prolifer- 
ation of restrictions on 
smoking in public places, It 
is estimated that cigarettes 
are responsible for 325,000 
early deaths each year from
